Document A2 discloses a circuit for equalizing the hue and color saturation. Based on 
input color signals, the circuit checks which signal components are related to the hue and 
color saturation and determines which two colors are to be printed. 

Document A3 discloses maximum and minimum values detected from CMY signals. 
Based on the detected values, a LUT (Look Up Table) which defines relationships between 
inking amounts and CMY subtraction amounts is referred to so as to perform an inking 
operation. Documents Al and A3 claim priority based on the same first-filed application. 

English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609).
